Atrocities against the Armenians by 

the Ottoman Government occurred 
many times between 1880 and 1915, 
but the 1915 massacres were on a scale 
to be called a genocide. Because the 
current Turkish authorities who over- 
threw the Ottoman Government refuse 
to accept that a genocide occurred, writ- 
ings on the subject are on the increase. 
Armenians demonstrate from many 
sources, such as the records of The New 
York Times, other daily press recordings 
worldwide, disinterested international 
figures, the writings of world-renowned 
historians on the subject many of whom 
were witnesses of the inhuman event, 
ambassadors, missionaries and so forth.

In REBIRTH Elise Hagopian Taft re- 
lates the story of her survival from the 
Genocide and her finding “rebirth” in 
America which is also the story of Ser- 
pouhi Tavoukdjian in her EXILED.

And now, enter another approach. 
Armenians in non-Armenian churches 
are being asked to share the pulpit with 
pastors to commemorate the Arme- 
nocide. The Senior Pastor of the First 
Congregational Church of Port Huron, 
Michigan, the Reverend LeRoy M. 
Kutz, Jr. is one example of one who 
shared the pulpit with Chuck Uligian on 
Sunday, April 25, 1982 in commemora- 
tion of the atrocities. Chuck replied to 
questions raised and exposed the reli- 
gious, economic and political factors of 
the tragedy of 1915. 

This editor continues to believe that 
the continued conflicts on this issue are 
hurting both sides — the Armenians and 
the Turks. Armenians may endanger 
their souls if hatred reigns supreme; 
Turks may lose their reputation in the 
brotherhood of nations. There is a 
Christian solution if both sides would 
listen: The Turks to seek forgiveness on 
behalf of the past perpetrators of the 
crimes; the Armenians to forgive. But, 
penitence and seeking forgiveness, in 
our opinion, come first. Forgiving with- 
out forgiveness sought would be a futile 
exercise. The forgiver can save his soul; 
but the forgiven would continue to be in 
sin. 

This writer wonders how the Arme- 
nian public would respond to the follow- 
ing suggestion: without delay constitute 
a large national committee with repre- 
sentatives from all sections of Armenians 
in existence in the Diaspora — political, 
academic, literary, social, institutional, 
financial — with the sole aim of planning 
for a dialogue or conversation with the 
Turkish government towards a resolu- 
tion of the problem which hurts all con- 


cerned.

Those conferences are followed by 
gatherings of Christian Endeavor youth 
from Damascus, Aleppo, Homs and 


Beirut where the emphasis is to learn 
commitment to Christ. The teachers are 
not forgotten, either. Towards the end 
of the summer teachers meet at the 
Center for study, planning, research 
and fun. 


The Reverend Apartian concludes his 
report on the work of the Center with 
these touching words, “We are over- 
whelmed by the special grace and privi- 
lege the Lord has given to us and the 
eat Commission and _ responsibility 
which he has bestowed upon us. We 
pray diligently, and ask all our friends to 
pray for us so that we may remain faith- 
ful servants and stewards of the Lord in 
His vineyard for the promotion of the 
kingdom and proclamation of His good 
news of salvation and peace in the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

The Reverend Apartian has other im- 
portant responsibilities. He administers 
the Bethesda Dispensary at the Church 
of Christ Center in Aleppo, Syria. The

Dispensary provides health services but 
it has also become a meaningful point of 
contact to bring people to confrontation 
with the reality of life, its author and its 
purpose. In other words, personal evan- 
gelism is also put into action along with 
the care of the health of people whether 
it is to refer the sick to doctors, provide 
emergency aid, gynecological care or 
counseling to the disturbed. 

There is now a new effort to found a 
Christian Hospital in Aleppo. The idea 
is taking deeper root and more concer- 
cerned people are making more favor- 
able comments for its accomplishment. 
Unfortunately, however, the creation of 
a Christian Community Hospital ap- 
pears to be still a wish, subject to more 
research and inquiry as well as prayer. 

Our many ministers in Syria contri- 
bute immensely to the churches, the 
Conference Center and health care 
work. We thank the Lord for the devo- 
tion and commitment they have to the 
challenges put before them. 


AMAA PROVIDES 
$64,000 FOR 
RELIEF IN LEBANON 


The Armenian Missionary Associa- 
tion of America, provided $64,000 
recently for relief needs in Beirut. This 
amount reached the offices of the 
AMAA from generous U.S. contributors 
in response to an appeal for funds. 

The beneficiaries of the $64,000, dis- 
tributed chiefly by the leaders of the 
Union of Armenian Evangelical Chur- 
ches of the Near East against concrete 
proof of need, included those who had 
suffered bodily or material damages as a 
result of the invasion of Lebanon by the 
Israeli forces. Humanitarian needs, 
reparations, clean-up of defaced areas 
in buildings, surgical and hospital emer- 
gencies, provision to families deprived 
of income because of loss of employ- 
ment qualified as proof of need. 


Among institutions receiving aid were 
Haigazian College which used fifty per- 
cent of the contribution for humanitar- 
ian needs such as hospitalization, sur- 
gery, poverty to all nationals in the col- 
lege area, and the second half for re- 
pairs of major damages caused by a 
remote-control explosion of ammuni- 
tion loaded car in front of the college. 


Other recipients were the Near East 
School of Theology for refurbishing the 
building and its facilities after the Red 
Crescent had vacated the building used 
during the period of fighting, the First 
Armenian Evangelical Church for the 
purpose of clean-up and repair after a 
long period of occupation of the grounds 
by fleeing refugees at the time when 
water, electricity and food were lacking 
and the Social Action Committee of the 
UAEC-NE for distribution to impov- 
erished families and medicinal needs. 


In the past seven years the AMAA 
provided about $2,500,000 for all work 
in Lebanon and Syria, over $600,000 of 
which was for relief in Lebanon alone. 
With the current relief aid, the Associa- 
tion will actually have provided about 
$700,000.

Gulf States, entered his eternal rest in 


Beirut, Lebanon on February 9, 1983. 
He had suffered numerous heart attacks 
in earlier years. Special funeral services 
were held on Monday, February 14th 
at St. Nishan Armenian Apostolic 
Cathedral in Beirut, Lebanon, and the 
last unction took place on Tuesday, 
February 15th at the St. Gregory the Il- 
luminator Cathedral at  Aantelias, 
Lebanon. 

Born on November 25, 1914 in Nico- 
sia, Cyprus, he was ordained as Bishop 
in 1947, served as Grand Sacristan of 
the Cathedral in 1947, was elected Pre- 
late of Lebanon in 1951, became 
Locum-Tenens Bishop in 1955 and in 
1963 he was unanimously elected 
Catholicos upon the sudden death of 
His Holiness Zareh I.

“The Dead Testify”

“I have mixed feelings about your 
statements in ‘The Dead Testify to the 
Truth of Armenocide.’ It frightens me to 
be informed that Turkey has hired a 
public relations firm in Washington and 
has books written and distributed which 
claim to disprove Armenocide. 

I do not find comfort in your belief 
that written testimony and eulogies re- 
counting experiences of our peoples’ 
sufferings are sufficient to counter Tur- 
key’s propaganda. In fact, I’m not even 
sure that the books we depend upon as 
proof for our cause will prevail in the 
future. Turkey has the resources to 
publish endless streams of lies and make 
them available cheaply to the indifferent 
American looking for quick and easy 
solutions to the Armenian Question. 

I would feel better if Armenians re- 
cognized they are in a deadly war of 
propaganda. I feel it is better to be alert 
and active rather than being lulled into 
complacency with rosy pictures of a 
repentant Turk moved by our sorrow. 

The German people did not repent 
and admit to the Jewish genocide with 
restitution for what happened. Instead, 
it was the force of public opinion that 
brought about that occurrance. Japan 
did not repent the Atrocities she com- 
mitted to Chinese and Korean victims, 
rather, it was the force of public opinion 
which made Japan amenable to chang- 
ing textbooks to give a more accurate 
picture of those facts. Israel did not 
repent her responsibility in Beirut, 
rather, it was the force of public pres- 
sure which turned the tide. 

In 65 years, Armenians have not 
been able by themselves.to capture 
public pressure for their cause. The elu- 
sive messiah who will lead us to our 
former glories is not a nation but world 
opinion. It is time to consider hiring a 
public relations firm ourselves. Lebanon 
turned the tide after hiring Gray and 
Company. We will also have to over- 
come our shyness and learn to march, 
go on hunger strikes, and boycott. We 
have tried everything else. In the mean- 
time, it is very necessary to document 
the stories of survivors of the Armeno- 
cide. They may be indispensible in the 
future. You have been doing a great 


job.”

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ARMENIAN NUNS COMPLETE 
13TH YEAR OF THEIR ACADEMY 


The concept of an Armenian Day 
School in Philadelphia was proposed as 
early as 1959 but it was not until 1963 
when Msgr. Stephen Stepanian, pastor 
of St. Mark’s Church in Philadelphia, 
brought three Sisters, the Armenian Sis- 
ters of the Immaculate Conception, to 
Philadelphia. The Sisters spent four 
years studying English at the Cabrini 
College, washed floors and waited on 
tables for their keep. Then in 1967 
Sister Arousiag formed the First Arme- 
nian Day School in Philadelphia which 
met one day a week. They went from 
site to site for the next three years, until, 
with the support of the Armenian com- 
munity, Hilltop Farm, a gift of benefac- 
tor Stephen Philibosian to the AMAA, 
was purchased in 1970. 

The School follows the Montessori 
method until age 7, then continues un- 
graded and in open-classroom style 
through the eighth grade. It is not re- 
stricted to Armenian children but all stu- 
dents are required to study Armenian 
writing and language with religious 
teaching limited to the study of the Bible.

POLL ON CHURCH GIVING 
RATES ADVENTISTS NO. 1 


Among members of 10 major religious 
groups in America, Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventists give the most money to their 
church, and Unitarian Universalists the 
least. 

The fugures were compiled by money 
magazine for an article on the cash 
crunch at houses of worship in the 
United States. They showed Adventist 
households gave approximately $2,400 
a year on average and Roman Catholics 
and Unitarian Universalists, $275 each. 

The magazine article says the figures 
came from various sources, including 
some Protestant denominations’ nation- 
al headquarters or their biggest national 
organizations. 

Reform Jews ranked fifth highest, 
with an estimated $480 a year figure 
supplied by the Union of American 
Hebrew congregations. Their dues are 
usually all-inclusive, the magazine ar- 
ticle says. Conservative and Orthodox 
Jews pay extra fees on special occasions. 

The magazine article says many 
houses of worship are on very shaky 
financial footing because of inflation and 
the contribution squeeze.

While the nation’s growth increased 
by 11.5 between 1971 and 1980, church 
and synagogue membership was up by 
only 4.1 with the Presbyterians suffering 
the biggest loss.

MARY D. KALENIAN

Apostle Paul’s question, “O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory” 
(1 Cor. 15:55) are answered by him: “The 
sting of death is sin... . But thanks be to 
God which giveth us the victory through our 
Lord, Jesus Christ.” With the recent death of 
Mrs. Mary (Demoorjian) Kalenian, this had a 
significant meaning for with her characteristics 
of serenity, nobility, generosity and faith- 
fulness to God, she was victorious over 
death. 

Mary Kalenian, together with her hus- 
band, Armen, who died in 1972, trans- 
formed difficulties into successes through 
perseverance and hard work. Each crisis was 
used as a ladder to greater success. For in- 
stance, in 1915, the couple became the 
owners and operators of the Armeno Cereal 
Company in Westborough, Massachusetts, 
a pioneer in the field of manufacturing bul- 
gur in the United States until Armen’s death. 
Mary, his wife, though small in stature but a 
pillar of strength to the family, stood staunch-

ly by his side through the years, overcoming 
all the hardships and adversities courag- 
eously. 
Both Armen and Mary were born in the 
Province of Kharpert in Armenia— Armen 
in Kesserig and Mary in Tadem. Armen, ar- 
riving in America in 1905, attended high 
school and college in Ohio while Mary, 
daughter of Kaspar and Elizabeth (Miloian) 
Demoorjian, arrived in 1909, having receiv- 
ed her education at Yeprad College in Khar- 
Pert and having taught school in Kesserig for 
a year. Married in the United States, the 
couple were blessed with four children: 
Aram, Bertha (wife of Charles Johnson of 
Arlington, Massachusetts), Margaret and 
Alice (wife of George Hoogasian of West- 
borough). 

During the early 1970's two tragedies befell 
the Kalenian family — hard blows for the en- 
tire family but especially for Mary Kalenian. 
In 1972, Armen died and in 1975, their son, 
Aram, founder and President of the Vee Arc 
Corporation in Westborough, at the age of 
64. But, for Mary Kalenian and her children, 
death of two loved ones was not the end of 
great service. 

In 1978, Mary Kalenian established the 
Armen K. and Mary D. Kalenian Endow- 
ment Fund to provide financial assistance to 
Armenian students at Haigazian College, 
Beirut, Lebanon, and she also established 
the Aram Kalenian Scholarship at Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute in memory of her son 
who graduated in the Class of 1933, with the 
provision that first preference for scholarship 
will be given to deserving students of Arme- 
nian descent. 

Mrs. Kalenian contributed to and support- 
ed many Armenian organizations, including 
the Armenian Evanagelical Church of the 
Martyrs, Worcester, Massachusetts, Institute 
for Blind and Deaf in Beirut, the Armenian 
National Sanatorium in Lebanon, and 
numerous American charities and research 
organizations. 

Mrs. Kalenian entered her eternal rest at 
her residence in Westborough on Friday, 
January 21, 1983 at the age of 89. Besides 
her surviving children, she is survived by one 
sister, Agnes Anjoorian of Providence,

Rhode Island, six grandchildren and two 
great grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held on Monday, 
January 24, 1983 in the Evangelical Con- 
gregational Church, Westborough. The Rev- 
erend Norman Halm and the Reverend 
Manasseh Shnorhokian officiated. It was 
Mrs. Kalenian’s expressed wish that memor- 
ial gifts be given to the Evangelical Congre- 
gational Church of Westborough or to the 
Armenian Evangelical Church of the Mar- 
tyrs, Worcester. 

We wish to add to the Reverend Shnor- 
hokian’s obituary the prayer offered by Nor- 
man Helm: “Most gracious God, we bless 
Thee and give Thee thanks for all Thy many 
blessings we have known in the life of Mary 
Kalenian. We thank Thee that her whole life 
was one of nurturing motherhood, so that 
the food she lovingly prepared was an out- 
pouring of love, and the energy she spent 
lavishly from dawn until night, that her 
family might live in comfort, was expression 
of that same love. 

“We thank Thee, O Lord, for the love that 
kept her by her husband’s side, a helper 
equal for him, and for her love that made 
her home a new beginning for many who 
came, as she had come, young, impover- 
ished strangers to these shores. 

“We bless Thee, O Lord, for all such wo- 
men as she was, women of great courage, 
towers of strength; for her tiny stature was 
contradicted by the height of her character, 
her will and determination; such determina- 
tion to see her children all educated, to even 
in her later years ensure the education of 
young men and women she will never 
know, but who will, through her generosity, 
be helped to learn. 

“Finally, O Lord, we thank Thee for the 
simple delight she was, for the twinkling eye, 
the quick laugh, the pure goodness of her. 
She was a gem, a rare gem, and we shall 
miss her; but we shall always delight in her 
memory and in our sure and certain knowl- 
edge that she is now at peace with Thee, re- 
lieved of the burden of many years, out of all 
harm’s way, safe at home.”

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THE REVEREND KAREKINE SISLIAN 


Karekine Sislian, born in Tarsus on April 
20, 1910, left his homeland at the age of 
nine and settled in Cyprus as a result of 
having been condemned, like all the young 
and old Armenians in Turkish Armenia, to 
the tragedies of the days. It is perhaps for 
that reason that he carried a certain melan- 
cholia beneath a jovial nature. 

Karekine received his secondary studies at 
the Melkonian Institute in Nicosia, the capital 
of Cyprus, followed by higher education at 
the American Academy in Larnaca until 
1927. ; 

It was with this kind of educational equip- 
ment that he reached France in July, 1927 
where he tried to augment his educational 
capacities in the best way possible, notably 
by attending night courses. 

Obliged to earn a living, he worked as a 
laborer in different industries in the region of 
Lyon from September, 1927 to March, 
1932. At his arrival in France, he attached 
himself to the Armenian Evangelical Church 
of Lyon whose pastor at the time was the 
Reverend Joseph Barsumian. Throughout 
his youth he frequented and espoused the 
religious life, marked by the spiritual revival of 
1927 in the Armenian Evangelical churches 
of France, and was converted in 1931 in 
Lyon. 

He obtained his biblical studies at the Insti- 
tut de Nogent sur Marne from October, 
1932 to June, 1934. In October, 1937 he 
entered the Faculte de Theologie de Mont- 
pellier. Exempted from military service from 
October, 1940 through June, 1941 he pur- 
sued his studies and received his diploma in 
1941. It was stated by his professors that he 
was a brilliant student and a keen intellectual 
who was immersed in Greek philosophical 
thought. 

During his studies, he was pastor of lEglise 
Reformee de France as assistant. In Novem- 
ber, 1941, he became pastor in the Armen- 
ian Evangelical churches of France and was 
ordained in 1948. In July, 1949, he took 
charge of the Armenian Evangelical Church 
of Paris, a position in which he served until 
his retirement in March, 1975. Paris was a 
very difficult parish due to the dispersion of 
the faithful into far distances both in the large 
city of Paris and the suburbs. 

He was married to Miss Madeleine Lentz, 
a teacher, on December 23, 1941 who be- 
came throughout their lives, a wise partner, 
participating in the difficulties and joys of 
their endeavors and raised three children, 
assuring a sound training for them. 

For at least twenty years, Karekine partici- 
pated in the Synod of the churches as secre- 
tary. For long periods, he was representative 
of the churches in France at the Action Chre- 
tiens d’ Orient’s annual assemblies. 

He was also a promoter of church con- 
structions in the Paris region — both in Paris 
and Alfortville. With the concurrence of his 
family, he promoted fund-raising at home 
and overseas without considering the trials 
and tribulations of such an endeavor. 


The Reverend Sislian also had literary 
talent, having produced “Etudes sur la Re- 
orme Armenienne,” and a drama entitled 
“Job.” 

Never fully compensated materially, he 
left, however, a material, intellectual and 
spiritual heritage. This was because his only 
desire was, above all else, to serve his God 
and his people. 

He was received into the peace of his Lord 
on August 3, 1982 after having left this 
Message of love: that all brothers and sisters 
should mutually pardon each other.

My mother was an Armenian, born in 
Marash, Turkey, on September 16, 1910. 
To be an Armenian in that place, in that 
time, meant that you had no rights or free- 
dom; it meant being vandalized continuously 
by the surrounding Kurds and having to start 
all over again and again. 

Then, because of some whim of fate your 
Armenian neighbors in Marash were not 
wiped out in the holocause of 1915 but had 
to wait until the Turkish armies swept 
through in 1920 when you were a girl of 10. 
And you remembered the screams of the 
people burned alive in the churches and the 
flames and smoke searing the sky. 

After that, the family lived in a “displaced 
Persons” camp in Syria. Crammed together 
in the filth and the uncertainty of what to- 
morrow would hold, you recalled how you 
laughed with your brothers and sisters over 
the silliest things and kept your spirits soar- 
ing. 
You remembered with pride your school- 
ing and the fact that your father sent you and 
your sister, Rebecca, to get an education 
when so many thought it was frivolous to 
send girls to high school. The two of you 
would go to school with no breakfast and no 
lunch and pretend you had already eaten. 

When you graduated, you taught school 
for three years in Syria and then your family 
moved to Mousoul, Iraq, and there you met 
your future husband, Sarkis Sarkisian, and 
the promise of something exciting and better 


loomed ahead for you. 


Sure enough,-after you married, one of 
his goals was to leave the Middle East for a 


more secure place and-in 1941, with two 
children, Ellen and Arthur, you began your 


momentous journey to the United States. 
You settled first in Fresno and then in San 
Francisco. You never looked back. You 
loved everything about this country. You 
had two other children here, Janet and 
cille.

In Chicago, Arousiag was a very active 
member of the Armenian Congregational 
Church and served its Ladies Aid Auxiliary. 
diligently. She was*@member of the AGBU 
for sixty years, and served its Chicago Ladies 
Chapter as its President in 1950. She was an 
ardent supporter of the AMAA and passed 
on to her son this love, indicated by the fact 
that he has continued to serve as Treasurer 
of the United Armenian Congregational 
Church’s Missions Committee for many 
years since their relocation in Reseda in 
Greater Los Angeles. She became active in 
the United Armenian Congregational Church 
of Lost Angeles (formerly in the Gethsemane 
Church which formed the UACC Union), 
and was also active in the Daughters of Var- 
tan. 

She was a woman of sincere and deep 
Christian faith. She had a very strong will to 
maintain her life within the spiritual and cul- 
tural guidelines she valued from birth.
